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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to amendments and remarks filed July 16, 2007. 
Claims 1-27 are currently pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

It appears that Applicant has failed to disclose a first detector that reads a first 
detector line and second detector that reads a second detector line. As understood, 
there is no detector that reads the lines. The detector line itself is part of a CCD image 
sensor. There is no first detector and second detector. A row/line of the CCD image 
sensor is simply read out. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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Regarding claims 1,12 and 21 , it is unclear in its given context what it means for 
an area array sensor to image onto a pixel matrix. The area array sensor is the pixel 
array itself. Furthermore, it is unclear what imaging takes place as the light illuminating 
the code tracks already forms an imaged pattern of a portion of the code tracks already. 
It is also unclear how a detector "reads" a detector. In addition, "the position 
calculation" lacks proper antecedent basis. Also, it is unclear what it means by "shifting 
one of said detector lines on the first area sensor being read, such that a period length 
of the imaged pattern of the code tracks matches a period lenoth used in the position 
calculation ." Examiner cannot understand what is being claimed. 

Regarding claims 9 and 10, "the pattern period" lacks proper antecedent basis. 

Regarding claim 12, it is unclear what "a period length used in a position 
calculation" means. 

Regarding claim 1 9, "the incremental track image" and "the pattern period" lacks 
proper antecedent basis. 

Regarding claim 21 , it is unclear what it means for "a period length of the imaged 
pattern of the code tracks matches a period length used in position calculation ." 

Regarding claim 24, "the pattern period" lacks proper antecedent basis. Also, 
"the detector line" lacks proper antecedent basis, as there are two detector lines. 

The other claims are indefinite based on their dependencies. 

Since the claims cannot be understood, the claims have not been examined on 
their merits. Examiner recommends rewriting all the claims and showing shifting in the 
period length and/or the pattern period in the figures.
